Every time a wage cut is made just that much prosperity 
goes glimmering and disappears entirely. The total of every 
pay reduction is the exact amount of prosperity that is no more 
for the simple reason that the total amount of prosperity 
that is possible cannot be greater than the total amount of 
existing buying power among the real consumers of life’s 
necessities. 


Every move made to reduce wage standards of labor is 
another blow against what little remnant of prosperity may 
yet remain for those who are still working. The only pos- 
sible result that can flow from such action is to deepen the 


present depression and make it worse than it is or has been. | 


How could it possibly be otherwise? 

Whenever wages are reduced buying power for the 
various necessities of life is destroyed among the workers 
affected by such pay cuts. Such destruction of wage stand- 


ards, instead of relieving the present state of affairs, simply | 


aggravates it. Just as long as wage cutting is taking place 
in any considerable number of industries, just that long will 
hard times get harder and the total volume of business slump. 


A large corporation dominated by one man and owned! 


by a handful of people may employ a million men. But the 
man who dominates such a concern cannot eat nor wear 
more than each one of the million men employed by him and 
the result is that consuming power is determined whdlly by 
the wages received by the million employes. If the employes 
have their wages reduced they must eat less and wear 
less and when a million men are thus affected it makes a 
tremendous dent in the total amount of business that is pos- 
sible, while on the other hand the chances are that the very 
few who own the industry will eat and wear about the same, 
regardless of whether they make much or not so much, 
hence their standard of living is not materially affected or 
modified when the wages of their million employes are raised 
or lowered. 

It follows that the only real foundation for increasing or 
decreasing general prosperity rests to a determining degree 
with the returns received by farmers and food raisers on the 
one hand and the wages paid workers and commodity pro- 
ducers on the other. The only way to restore prosperity is 
to restore work and good wages to the wage earner so 
that they will be able to pay the farmer good prices for what 
he raises and sells. But as long as wages are being reduced 
and prices paid for farm products are decreasing it inevitably 
follows that our depression must continue to grow worse. 
Anything done, which results in lower wages, destroys pros- 
perity to the full extent of the wage reductions for the| 
reason that just that much buying power is destroyed. No| 
one can make prosperity by destroying it.

As long as people permit others to do their thinking they | 
are liable to be hoodwinked and filled full of wrong and in-! 
correct ideas. Especially is this so when the advisors are dis- | 
honest and out to take advantage of people’s confidence in 


them. 


No real relief can come to our unemployed workers or 
dispossessed farmers until they can start earning enough 
money not only to enable them to get out of debt but also 
to live in comfort and decency by earning enough to grad- 
ually pay all their debts. 


Millions of people, who thought they were secure for life 
five years ago, are now homeless and penniless. They tramp the 
streets from early till late every day only to encounter the 
same rebuff of “No more help needed.” Unless these unem- 
ployed are provided with work something is liable to happen. 


When the international bankers undertook to revise 
wages downward they evidently did not stop to figure out 
what a boomerang this would prove for themselves before 
they finished what they had begun. 


When the farmers learn to organize themselves and run 
their own organizations, they will accomplish more than at 
present. As long as the government pays the fiddler the 
politicians will name the tune. 


This is no time for workingmen to lay down on Organ- 
ized Labor and quit trying to save themselves from what 
will mean their ruin for the rest of their natural lives. 


Will the lawmakers at Washington adopt the six-hour day 
and the five-day week? They still have the chance to con- 
vince those who don’t believe they have the slightest inten- 
tention of doing so.

AFL Executive Council Approves 
Production Control Under 30-Hour 
Week; Minimum Wage Is Opposed 


‘President William Green Tells House Labor Committee Pay

Washington, D. C.—The executive 
American Federation 


of Labor, in session here, accepted 
the plan for federal production con- 
trol, favored by Secretary of Labor

wage for all workers affected by the 
measure. The council believed that 
the pay restriction should be limit- 
ed to women and minors. 

The position of the executive 
council was presented to the house 
labor committee by William Green, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. The council attended 
the hearing in a body. 

Mr. Green declared the measure 
should apply to goods manufactured 
in foreign countries. 

Right to Organize 

He offered an amendment provid- 
ing that under the law workers 
should not be denied by their em- 
ployers the free exercise of their 


{right to belong to bona fide labor 


organizations and the exercise of 
collective bargaining through respec- 
live bargaining through representa- 
tives of their own choosing. 

Mr. Green said that to be 
effective in restoring employment 
the 30-hour week bill should be 
applied to all industries and should 
be followed by legislation in the 
various states covering industries 
not included in the federal measure, 

He urged that the 
week should be linked to a plan for 
“government underwriting of produc- 
tion to increase productive 
and employment in the 
capital goods and consumer indus- 
tries,” with governmental loans re- 
stricted to payments for labor and 
materials, 

6,000 Jobs, Higher Wages 

He estimated the number of un- 
employed to be 13,000. He said the 
enactment of the 30-hour week bill 
would create jobs for around 6,000,- 
000 and insisted that there should be 
no reduction in hourly rates of pay. 

Flexible Work Week 

While Mr. Green did not believe 
it would be necessary to make the 
bill more flexible by authorizing the 
40-hour week for ten weeks provid- 
ing the extension was deemed essen- 
tial to certain indusiries by a com- 
petent government board, he said 
the American Federation of Labor 
would not object to the provision

On the amendment vesting in the 
department of labor the power to| 
control production by limiting the 
total number of hours in certain 
plants if deemed necessary to cor- 
rect over-production of unfair com-| 
petition, Mr. Green said:

Minimum Wage Held Dangerous 

But in regard to the Perkins pro- 
posal that would authorize federal 
boards to fix minimum pay, Mr. 
Green said: 

“The American Federation of La- 
for feels that would be a dangerous 
experiment. While it would help 
some, it would, in our opinion, tend 
to injure the efforts of the bulk of 
labor to raise their living standards, 
to bring about increases in Wages 
and to help their social conditions 
through the exercise of their eco- 
nomic strength. 

, We fear very much that if we 
embark upon a policy of fixing wages 
by law, labor will find that the min- 
imum wage so fixed will be the 
maximum wage, and that labor will | 
be chained to a pegged price. 1! 
think we are justified in arriving at 
that conclusion because experience 
in commodity price fixing has work- 
out that very way. 

Minimum Pay for Women and 

Minors 

“We therefore look wiih disfavor | 
upon the proposal to establish mini- | 
mum wage boards, except that such 
boards shall be created for the pur- 
pose of fixing minimum rates for | 
women and minors. | 

“We believe that they are so help- 
less, and that the turnover as a rule 
among that class is so great in in- 
dustry, that society could with pro- 


priety protect them through the

Menace of Low-Wage Employers 

Taking the mining and textile in- 
dustries, as examples, Mr. Green 
said the executive council justly 
feared that low-wage employers in 
districts where the workers are un- 
organized and consequently helpless 
would be able to have wages fixed 
by the authority of the government 
so low as to jeopardize the high 
wage standards, established by the 
organized workers in the same jn- 
dustries in other localities—that the 
minimum rate in low-wage sections 
would in all probability become the | 


maximum rate paid in that indus- 
try. 

“We want to be free,” he said, 
“to exercise our economic Strength. 


We believe that we can develop a 
purchasing power if we are to use 
that organized strength to unite and 
organize.”

they drive them out, they discrim- 


inate against them, they eject them 
from their homes, and they terrorize 
them. As a result, you cannot estab- 
lish an organization under those cir- 
cumstances, 
Right to Organize Essential 

“The one torce necessary to main- 
tain wages in the organization of 
workers into unions where they can 
exercise their economic strength. If 
the employers of the nation will 
withdraw their opposition to organ- 
ization, if they will give the work- 
ers of America the right to organ- 
ize—ag they, employers, organize— 
if they may be permitted to freely 
exercise ihat right, we will build up 
a wage scale through organization 
that will be commensurate with the 
requirements of American citizen- 
ship. 

“That is the opportunity we would 
like to have, and I wish that we 
might make it impossible for an

Progress Of 30-Hour 
Week Bill Snagged 


Deluge of Amendments Added to 
Protests of Employers Persuade 
Committee to Hold Hearings. 
Washington, D. C.—The federal 

six-hour day and five-day week bill 

encountered a number of snags that 
temporarily stopped its progress 
through congress. 

The Black bill, sponsored by Sen- 


ator Black of Alabama, originally 
passed the senate by a pronounced 


majority. After its 
Trammel of Florida believed it 
should be amended to exclude for- 
eign commodities produced by labor 
employed more than six hours per 
day or five days per week. 

He claimed this was necessary to 
protect the United States from a 
flood of imports produced by labor 
working long hours. So he made 
a motion to reconsider the vote by 
which the senate passed the bill. 
After delaying action on the motion 
for a number of days, the senate 
finally took the bill up again and 
definitely voted down Senator Tram- 
mel’s amendment. 

The Black bill then went to the 
house committee on labor along with 
the 30-hour bill already introduced 
by Congressman Connery of Mas- 
sachusetis.

amendment provided a maximum of 
40-hour week for ten weeks per year

ed by the federal law.

Thereupon the committee decided 
to hold extensive hearings on the 
measure which would probably re- 
quire at least a week. So the month 
of April will undoubtedly pass into 
history before the bill gets before 
the house gf representatives.

Union Musicians Contract 
For Chicago World’s Fair 


New York.—Local No, 10 of the 
American Federation of Musicians 
has signed an agreement with the 
world’s fair organization in Chicago 
stipulating the wages to be paid un- 
ion musicians, declared Joseph N. 
Weber, president of the federation, 
in a statement notifying all locals 
of the provisions of the contract. 
The wage rates set out by the Chi- 
cago local follow:
